The Elba Water and 
Electric Board held a very 
short meeting Tuesday night 
with Chairman Charles Hayes 
and Board Member Mike 
Russell absent. Mayor Robert 
Folsom, a member of the 
Board, presided over the meet- 
ing that lasted less than thirty 
minutes, 

Folsom reviewed the finan- 
cial condition of the Board for 
the month, and briefly dis- 
cussed the list of unpaid 
accounts.

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The Coffee County 
Commission met on Monday, 
April 9, in regular session at 
the Courthouse-annex in 
Enterprise, and heard Sheriff 
Brice Paul state ‘‘] know our 
buildings are old, but they can 
be kept clean and | will use 
inmates at the jail to make 
sure they are kept clean.”’ 

Sheriff Paul was making 
his first official visit with the 
commission, and said, ‘‘We 
will try to keep the court- 
houses and the jail in the best 
possible shape. We've had 
trustees out cleaning around 
the. courthouses and we'll 
work on the grounds again 
when we get some fertilizer. 
We have some hard workers at 
the jail and they are willing to 
work. We have plans to paint 
the jail inside and out, and 
we'll also have workers clean- 
ing inside the courthouses. I 


. like to see our men work hard 


during the day so they can 
sleep well at night."’ 

Sheriff Paul told the 
commission he had named Ray 
Norris as Chief Deputy, and 
that Norris would be in charge 
of the Elba Division and the 
jail, as well as continuing his 
duties as Chief Investigator. 
Deputy Jim Henderson was 
promoted to the _— rank of 
Lieutenant and he will be over 
the Enterprise Division. 
Sheriff Paul stated he would 
oversee all the actions within 
his department, but felt 
someone needed to be in 
charge when he wasn’t 
available. 

In other matters, Sheriff 
Paul told the Commission: 
***he is working with the 
Attorney General’s office on 
the lawsuit filed by inmate 
Charlie Lee; 

***he has met with the Fire 
Marshall and work is being 
done to meet safety standards. 
Paul added that specifications 
are being drawn-up for a 
second-floor fire escape; 
***that a ‘‘Reserve Force’’ is 
being formed to help the 
Sheriff's Dept. when the need 
occurs; 

***the new patrol car is now in 
operation; 

**%that the National Crime 
Institute Computer was a vital 
source of information to the 
Dept., and stated that last year 
over $100,000 in stolen goods 
were recovered for victims in 
Coffee County. Sheriff Paul 
recommended the commission 
allocate funds to keep the 
computer in operation; 

**%and, told the board that in 
the future he will be back 
asking for pay raises and 
additional funds, and said, ‘‘I 
can assure you we will need 
every penny I ask for.”’ 

Monday’s bi-monthly meet- 
ing actually began at 10:00, 
with the first order of business 
on the agenda to open bids on 
a rubber tire front-end loader.

Sheriff Brice Paul addresses the County Commissioners 


Bids came from: Leary and 
Owens Equipment company 
- $38,488; Jeffcoat Equipment 
Company - $36,594; Ray 
Brooks Machinery - 
$43,129.55; Goshen Tractor 
Company - $37,898 and Bur- 
ford Equipment Company - 
$41,319. After a lengthy 
discussion, the commission 
voted to accept the low bid 
from Jeffcoat Equipment Com- 
pany. 

County Health Officer 
Kenneth Ball met with the 
commission and reported all 
three proposed landfill sites 
were satisfactory. In another 
matter, Ball stated he has 
made all but one employee 
lay-off (7 employees have been 
laid off) and that services to 
county residents had already 
been reduced. In a hopeful 
statement, Ball said, “‘I will 
attend a budget meeting this 
week and I hope to get at 
least some additional! funds.’’ 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer told the commission:

***the Tax Collector had re 
quested permission to place 
all unpaid taxes in litigation 
for the 1978 tax year (Comm.

County Attorney Braxton 
Rowe reported he had filed 
legal papers to the court in 
resistance to a motion for 
Summary Judgment in a suit 
concerning jail conditions and 


‘the lack of facilities in Enter- 


prise. The document stated 
“That the Defendants say that 
Plaintiffs are not entitled to 
Summary Judgment in that the 
Defendants are in the process 


of studying ways and means to 
raise revenue with which to 
alleviate the deplorable jail 
conditions existing in Coffee 
County.”’ 

The document also _men- 
tioned the petition being cir- 
culated to move the County 
Seat to Enterprise, and stated 
“the commission at this time 
does not know what jail 
facilities will be required in 
the event the County Seat is 
moved from Elba. . .”’ 


County Engineer Leslie

***and reported he was pro- 
moting three employees. 


Comm. Clerk Brunease 
Winston informed the com- 
missioners: 

***that all air conditioner fil- 
ters had been checked in the 
offices; 

***that L. M. Burch stated if 
he couldn’t find a truck driver 
this week, he would have to 
stop garbage pick-up; 

***that the City of Elba would 
patch potholes in the court- 
house parking area; 

**%and, that the county would 
lose 14 CETA slots due to 
expiration of the program.

In the past few weeks, we 
have seen two events that 
underscore the need of this 
country to actively explore 
and develop alternative 
sources of energy. 

First, there was the latest 
in a long line of oil price in- 
creases instituted by the 
greedy Arab cartel that seems 
bent on holding this nation 
economic hostage. Then, just 
recently, we saw, heard and 
read about the catastrophic 
results of an accident at a 
nuclear power plant. 

I do not think the prob 
lems that arose from these 
two energy-related disasters 
are going to disappear. It is 
as hard to believe that we will 
halt importation of foreign oil 
altogether as it is to believe 
that we will shut down every 
nuclear reactor in existence. 
After all, we have--as a 
nation -- been acutely aware 
of the energy crisis for some 
time. The government re- 
sponded by creating an 
Energy Department that has 
spent about $10-billion an- 
nually and watched the prob- 
lem worsen; and in Pennsyl- 
vania, the nuclear accident 


that everyone said would 
never occur actually hap- 
pened. 


As part of its overall at- 
tack on the energy crisis, the 
federal government must em- 
bark on a course that extends 
beyond dependence on for- 
eign oil and nuclear power as 
ways to fuel this nation for 
the remainder of this century 


and into the next one. I think 
that a crucial decision to be 
made in our approach to this 
problem is whether we de- 
velop the clean, inexpensive 
and virtually inexhaustible 
energy that is provided by the 
sun. 

Unfortunately, a lot of 
folks seem to think that solar 
energy is some sort of science 
fiction. It's not. A 1973 study 
done in conjunction with 
NASA concluded, for exam- 
ple, that with a substantial 
development program, solar 
energy by the year 2020 could 
economically meet the re- 
quirements of 35 per cent of 
our heating and cooling load, 
and 20 per cent of our elec- 
trical demands. 

Furthermore, another 
1973 study -- this one by the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
-- estimated that 10 to 30 per 
cent of our projected energy 
requirements could be pro- 
vided by solar technology by 
the year 2000, and that SO per 


cent could be provided -by the 
year 2020. 

That second study, by 
the way, also recommended a 
$10-billion federal outlay for 
solar technology. That seems 
like a lot of money until you 
realize we spend more than 
that every three months for 
foreign oil. 

I cannot see solar energy 
being this country’s only 
energy source, and I don't 
think anyone is realistically 
Suggesting that. But when it 
is taken as a main ingredient 

in the energy mix -- say pro- 
viding 10 to 1S per cent of our 
needs -- and combined with 
ingredients such as nuclear 


power and various other 
alternative technologies -- we 
could make a significant dent 
in the amount of oil we im- 
port. And, of course, it is our 


dependence on foreign oil 
that is contributing to infla- 


tion, to a poor balance-of- 
trade situation and to the 
weakening of the dollar on 


foreign exchanges. 

Critics of solar energy 
generally cite its expense. I'll 
admit that in terms of 1979 
dollars, it is not cheap. But as 
soon as we make a concerted 
effort to develop it -- and as 
soon as the federal govern- 
ment concedes that solar 
technology is something more 
than science fiction -- then 
the cost will drop as usage in- 
creases. And, employing pure 
economics as an indicator, 
the relative cost of solar 
energy declines every time the 
Arabs tack another price in- 
crease on their oil. 

All the arguments for 
development of solar tech- 
nology are sound. It is not a 
technology of tomorrow; it is 
available today. And if Presi- 
dent Carter has any real in- 
tention of fighting what he 
called “the moral equivalant 
of war,” I hope he will have 
the foresight to arm himself 
with the weapon that solar 
energy affords.

The occasion was the even- 
ing of the day they signed the 
historic peace treaty between 
their two countries. Barbara 
and I were mt along with 
the group of 135 Congressmen 
who were invited. 


None of us know whether 
this treaty will lead to real 
peace in Middle East 0 
the history of that part of the 
world and the deep hatreds 
between the nations and 
oe of the region. 

owever, we should all pray 
that these two courageous 
men and their governments 
have taken the first steps 
which could lead to real peace, 
I certainly hope so. 


The events of that historic 
day of the treaty signing 
reminded me of how these two 
former enemies got together in 
the first place. The original 
Israeli invitation for President 
Sadat to visit Israel occurred 
through a trip of our House 
Armed Services Committee to 
the Middle East. I will always 
be proud of being a part of 
effort. 


The delegation visited 
Egypt and Isracl during 
November, 1977, and included 


Congressman Melvin Price, 
D-Ill, Chairman; Lucian 
Nedzi, D-Ill; Bob Wilson, 
R-Calif; Dick White, D-Tex; 
‘Marjorie Holt, R-Md; Ron 
Dellums, D-Calif; the late 
Goodloe Byron, D-Md; Bob 


Daniel R-Va; and myself. 


On November 10, 1977, we 
met with Prime Minister Begin 
in Jerusalem. Two days before 
that, Mr. Sadat had publicly 
stated he would be willing to 
go any ee for peace -- even 
to Israel. We asked Mr. Begin 
for his reaction to Sadat’s offer 
to come to Israel in pursuit of 
peace -- would he invite Sadat 
to come. Begin picked up on 
the line immediately. He 
asked Chairman Price to take a 
message to Mr. Sadat stating 
that if he would come to Israel, 
he, Mr. Begin, would go out to 
greet him and escort him to 
Jerusalem where he would get 
a warm welcome and , they 
could begin to.talk peace in the 
Middle East. ~ , 


Two days later, on 
November 12, 1977, the dele- 
gation delivered Mr. Begin’s 
message to President Sadat at 
Barages, Sadat’s residence 
south of Cairo. We asked Mr. 
Sadat when he would go, He 
said he would go whenever the 
Israclis would receive him. 
We told him that Knesset 
members (the Knesset is the 
Israeli Parliament) were ready 
to receive him now. 


Shortly after our meeting 
with Sadat, the official Israeli 
invitation arrived through the 
American Embassy -- and with 
it, the barriers hatred and 
enmity which have stood for 
years started to break down. 
Those of us in Congress re- 
ceive a lot of criticism for 
spending tax dollars for travel- 
ing abroad. 1 wonder how 
much this trip was worth? 


Since the recent peace 
treaty signing in Washington, 
Prime Minister Begin has 
visited President Sadat in 
Cairo and the two leaders are 
planning other activities to 
solidify their new-found state 
of peace. 


As I said earlier, no human 
being knows whether or not 
this effort toward Middle East 

ace will be lasting -- but I 
ope and pray it will -- and I 
am pease to have played a 
s part in the events that 
got the two sides together.

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This Sunday will be Easter 
Sunday. Will your church be 
full? I suspect it will. Most of 
us have to provide additional 
space for worshippers on 
Easter. Many churches sche- 
dule extra worship services to 
take care of the additional 
crowds 


Why do so many come to 
church on Easter -- more than 
on any other Sunday? Perhaps 
some come because of tradition 
- it’s the thing to do, But I 
think most come because they 
sincerely want to hear the 
message of Easter. We 
Christians talk a lot about the 
Gospel. The word ‘‘Gospel’’ 
has developed through the 
centuries from the old English 
words for Good News. And it is 
true that the Gospel is really 
Good News.And more than any 
other portion of the Gospel, the 
story of Easter is REALLY 
good news! 

The message of Lent,and of 
Holy Week in particular, is 
that Jesus was arrested, falsely 
accused and crucified, This is a 
horror story that brings us to 
sad recollection, and to shame 
because we are so filled with 
the same sin that put him on 
the cross. But then the books 
which relate the life of Jesus -- 
the Gospels which are such 
Good News -- all tell us that 
Jesus would not stay dead and 
buried. On the first day of the 
week certain women who had 
followed Him went to the tomb 
and found it empty. Soon one 
of them saw Hifn. Before the 
day was over, he had mirac- 
ulously appeared to others who 
had followed Him. Unbeliev- 
able as it was, they were 
convinced that Jesus had risen 
from the dead. 

I am also convinced of the 
authenticity of the Resur- 
rection. There have always 
been those who doubted, but I 
believe the tomb was really 
empty. If not, this Christian 
business would have imme- 
diately been exposed as a 
farce. I do not believe the 
disciples stole the body, for 
they were dumbfounded to see 
Him alive; and they gave their 
lives,in insistence that He was 
risen. The Jews did not take 
Jesus’ body, for they tried to 
deny that he had risen, and 
would surely have produced his 
body if they could. The Roman 
soldiers certainly would not 
have removed his body, for the 
tomb was sealed with the seal 
of Caesar, and to have tam- 

red with this seal would 

ve meant death. More than 
this, a Roman soldier stood 
guard outside the tome. 
“Vainly they watched his bed . 
. - Vainly they sealed the dead 
. . .”’ Despite all their efforts, 
Jesus rose and lives forever! 

Why is this such good 
news? It means that Jesus has 
conquered the power of sin. 
Though sin is still present, our 
sins can be forgiven through 
Jesus’ blood. It means that 
death is not the end, for Jesus 

has become the firstfruits - 
the guarantee - of life beyond 
the grave. It means that we 
need not bid our loved ones 
farewell forever when they 
breathe their last. Neither do 
we need to fear the death of

HOW TIMES CHANGE! 

We are in a different 
agricultural era now than be- 
fore.

MANAGEMENT MISTAKES 

Larry Lee, editor of 
“Successful Farming in the 
South,’’ in a recent issue lists 
the six sins of irrigation. Lee 
says when you add water for 
profit, avoid an inadequate 
water supply. It is a sad 
occasion when you pump your 
pond dry and there is no rain 
in sight. The rule of thumb is 
that you need a minimum of 
six gallons per minute per acre 
from a flowing stream or well 
or 1 - 1% acre feet of stored 
water per acre. 

The second mistake is in 
installing the wrong system. 
Check on several and install 
the system which best suits 
your land and your farming 
situation. 

Another mistake is the cost 
of the installation and 
operating costs. Be sure to 
include all of these costs to get 
a good picture of what to 
expect? 

A fourth mistake is a failure 
to keep the fertility of the soil 
up. It is poor management to 
spend for an expensive irriga- 
tion system and then make 
mistakes in fertility. Fertility 
can be easily corrected, 

Waiting too long to irrigate 
is another mistake. A grower 
in Houston County said, ‘‘Even 
if you see a big, black cloud 
over the hill, go ahead and 
start watering if the crop needs 
it. If you get a good rain, you 
can turn the system off.”’ 

The final sin or mistake 
mentioned by Lee is failure to 


‘ plan ahead in pest control. He 


says, for example, you can’t 


M irrigate one day and put your 


spray rig in the field the next 
day. More planning is 
neccessary.

However, as the season 
ses you will have a 
rt lawn if you will raise the 
cutter blade on your mower 
probably % to “ inch each 
month.

Grazing And Haying 
1979 Wheat 
Crop Authorized 


Coffee County farmers who 
planted wheat for 1979 harvest 
now have another option to 
consider: they may graze or 
cut hay (for green chop, hay, 
or silage) on the acreage for 


payment, Robert English, 
Chairperson of the Coffee 
County Agricultural Stabiliza- 


tion and Conservation (ASC) 
committee, said. 

English indicated that 
wheat grazed or cut for hay 
under the special wheat 
acreage grazing and hay pro- 
grain will qualify for payment 
at the same deficiency payment 
tate as wheat harvested for 
grain. 

“Producers wishing to use 
this option may indicate their 
intentions at their local ASCS 
county office during the 1979 
wheat and feed grain program 
signup period currently under- 
way. The signup period ends 
April 30,’’ English said. 

Secretary of Agriculture 
Bob Bergland reported that he 
took action to encourage the 
production of more beef later 
on this year. “While the 
impacts of this action will be 
Slight, it should nonetheless 
slow the expected increase in 
beef prices,’’ Bergland said. It 
will also help reduce the 
amount of rain harvested. 

Wheat program participants 
will be allowed to graze cattle 
or cut hay on wheat acreage 
equal to the higher of (1) 50 
acres, or (2) 40 percent of 
their total intended plantings 
of wheat, feed grains and 
upland cotton. 

Participants in the program 
must also comply with normal 
crop acreage (NCA) and with 
set-aside requirements on their 
farms. There will be no 
advance payment or minimum 
payment guarantee this year as 
was provided to 1978 _ partici- 
pants, 

English said that calves 
now on wheat pasture 
ordinarily would have to come 
off and be sold as early as 
March 15 to permit the wheat 
to mature for harvest, while 
the action on grazing or haying 
on the acreage permits the 
calves to remain an additional 
60 days or so.

Elba Council Buys Trash Truck 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with all present 
except Councilman Cleo 
Hawkins. City Clerk Jack 
Prescott had other obligations, 
and the minutes were kept by 
Secretary Pat Holley. 


The Council opened bids 
and purchased a 1%4-ton trash 
truck without the confusion and 
heated arguments that blank- 
eted the issue at the last 
Council meeting. Two bids 
were received - both were from 
local dealers with Frank Aslie 
Ford receiving the bid with a 
low bid of $8,197.44 on a F600 
truck. Mayor Folsom noted 
that the dump body on the 
present truck would be trans- 
ferred to the new chassis. 


The Council heard a rec- 


ommendation from Mayor 
Folsom on the need for two 
self-propelled lawn mowers 


and two mobile radio units. 
The Council voted to buy the 
necessary radios from T&C 


Electronics of Elba on a price 
of $265.50 each, after Folsom 
explained the repair cost on 
existing units of over $100 
each. They authorized Folsom 
to get bids from all merchants 
in Elba selling the _ self- 
propelled lawn mowers, and 
present the information to the 
Council. 


A price on re-roofing the 
City Hall was discussed and it 
was noted some additional 
repair cost was needed before 
sitting down with the Masons 
to discuss the division of cost 
on the job. Henderson, Black 
& Green gave a price of $9,357 
for the roof work but noted 
additional cost would be in- 
curred on repairing damaged 
roof members, etc. 


Police Chief Max Rayborn 
reported the successful com- 
pletion of the Police Academy 
by Officer Buddy King, and 
the schedule for sending 
another new officer to the 
school on April 30. He also 


reported that Officer Tommy 
Paige was resigning to return 
to his former field of employ- 
ment. 


The Council also heard a 
report that the Recreation De-
